—An ex­ 
press train of the Pennsylv ania rail­ 
road ran into a freight train in which 
there were two cars loaded with dy­ 
namite, at South Harrisburg. 
Three 
terrific explosions followed and the 
two trains were completely wrecked 
and took fire. 
It la estimated that 
fifty persons were killed and one Hun 
dred Injured, though these figures may 
be too small. 
it Is impossible to ascertain the ex­ 
act number of fatalities, because the 
wreckage was completely consumed 
and many of the passengers were In­ 
cinerated. 
n 
When the first explosion occurred 
bodies were thrown clear out of the 
cars, nmny landing down on the rail­ 
road embankment, and some ev en hav ­ 
ing been hurled into the Susquehanna 
riv er, which parallels the railroad In 
that locality. 
The train was the second section of 
No. 19. 
There were K>9 pasi engers in 
the train 
The hospital is crowded to 
the doors and the hotels were o|>ened 
for the eare of the injured. 
It may be 
necessary for the authorities to seize 
one of the hotels and turn It into a 
temporary hospital. 
The force of the collision 
crushed 
all the passenger cars, which piled up 
in a huge mass with those of the 
freight. 
Instantly 
the 
two 
trains 
wrero 
masses of flames. 
With the 
crash the passengers were hurled in 
all directions. Many were tossed free 
of the wreckage. 
All who were 
not 
pinned in the debris or totally 
incapa­ 
citated. ran away 
from the wreck, 
which was a perfect v olcano of flames, 
from which came frequently small ex­ 
plosions. 
It was impossible at the 
time for (hose who escaped uninjured 
to reach 
the imprisoned passengers, 
whose eric rent ti e air and could be 
heard for blocks. 
As soon as some 
of the dead and injured were reached 
they were laid in long, ghastly rows 
along the tracks.

one. 
The judgment recovered by the 
sheriff of Howard county against the 
city of Kokomo for meals furnished to 
p risoners during the time they were 
held under arrest without having been 
formally charged with crime and com 
mitted on the w arrant of a court, was 
affirmed.

New York, May It.—The trustees of 
the McKinley National Memorial as­ 
sociation have formally ap p roved the 
design for a mausoleum submitted by 
H. VanBurne McGonigle. 
At p resent 
the body of President McKinley is in 
a p ublic vault in West I^ w n ceme­ 
tery, Canton. The association has p ur­ 
chased a tract of land adjoining the 
cemetery which will be known as Mon­ 
ument Hill. 
The ap p roach to the hill, 
which is seventy-four feet high, called 
“The 
Mall.“ 
which 
is 
600 feet 
In 
lentgth. will be beautified at an ap ­ 
p roximate exp ense of $50.000. 
Along 
the middle of this mall with a wide 
walk on either side, will be a ‘w ater­ 
way*’ or artificial lake.

And Then Sr. d There Was No Talk o f 
Sending Tro o ps to Chicago . 
Chicago. May 11.—A strongly word­ 
ed p rotest against the sending of fed­ 
eral troop s to Chicago was submitted 
to President Roosevelt during his stay 
here. 
Charging that the emp loyers 
have rep eatedly sp urned the request 
of the labor leaders for arbitration, the 
p rotest declares the emp loyers op enly 
boasted that federal troop s would back 
up the emp loyers’ side of the contro­ 
versy. 
“Peace.” says the p rotest of the la­ 
bor leaders, “rests not up on the mil­ 
itia or the army, but up on the p atience 
and long suffering of the toiling mass, 
(’an a few soldiers scare the men who 
make armies and who comp ose the 
flower of American manhood?” declar­ 
ing that the workers will abide by the 
decision of an arbitrator, even should 
that decision fail to he all that might 
be hop ed for. 
The ap p eal to the p res­ 
ident closes with the request that he 
consider all the facts in the case be 
fore he p ermits any abuse of federal 
p ower in comp lying with a request for 
troop s. 
The committee p resenting the p ro­ 
test was received by the p resident in 
p ers<m at the Auditorium Annex. The 
members of the committee exp ress« '« ! 
themselves as gratified at their re- 
cep ti« >n by the p resident. 
The p resi­ 
dent told them that no demand had 
been made up on him for the use of 
troop s in Chicago., In concluding the 
interview the p resident said: 
“I am 
a believer in union*. 
I am an honor­ 
ary member of one union. 
But the 
union must obey the law' Just as the 
corp oration must obey the law. Just as 
every man. rich or p oor, must obey the 
law. 
As yet no action has been called 
for by me. and most certainly if action 
Is called for by me f shall try to do 
exact Justice under the law to 
ev ery 
man. so far as I have p ower. 
But 
the first essential is the p reservation 
of law and order, the sup p ression of 
violence by mobs or individuals.” 
During the luncheon at the Mer­ 
chants’ club yesterday afternoon. May­ 
or Dunne and President Roosevelt had 
an extended talk in which the strike 
situation was discussed. 
The mayor 
exp lained the p resent situation in the 
city and « told of the measures taken to 
p reserve p eace and order. 
The p resi­ 
dent was much interested in what the 
mayor had to tell him. 
Mayor Dunne 
told the p resident that the most alarm ­ 
ing stage of the strike has p assed and 
that the p olice have control of the sit­ 
uation. while the m erchants are m ak­ 
ing p eaceable deliveries of their goods ( 
under the p rotection 
01 the p olice and > 
dep uty sheriffs.

Chicago, May 11.—It was generally 
understood by both sides to the strike 
that there would be no disturbance 
while President Roosevelt was in the

of the five unton men drew a revolver 
and fired, striking Stewart in the leg. 
Two other colored men were hurt in 
the scrimmage. 
The team sters were 
beaten by the colored men and com­ 
p elled to fly. 
George S. Pierce, a union team ster, 
wras shot and killed last night by Geo. 
T. Waldorn. a dep uty sheriff, who was 
guarding a Wells-Fargo Exp ress com­ 
p any wagon. 
Pierce was p assing the 
intersection of Clark and Seventeenth 
streets when the w'agon under guard 
of several dep uties, among whom was 
Waldorn. came down 
Clark 
street. 
Waldorn was formerly a member of 
the team sters’ union and Pierce taunt­ 
ed him with his change in emp loy 
ment. 
Angered by the language of 
Pierce, W aldorn drew a revolver and 
fired one shot, the bullet 
striking 
Pierce just above the heart. 
He died 
while being taken to the hosp ital. 
Waldorn was arrested. 
There were several other instances 
of stone throwing, but comp ared to 
what has existed in the streets for a 
w’eek p ast' the situation was mild in­ 
deed. 
The emp loyers’ association is stead­ 
ily increasing its force of non-union 
men, and to day It is said has fully 
2,000 men ready to take charge of the 
wagons.

Pittsburg Press. The oil obtained frotr 
unripe fruit has a greenish shade a no 
a rough, peppery taste. OverrijH* olive* 
yield a very pale oil, deficient In flnvoi 
and, if not already rancid, liable to be 
come so. 
Under the influence of cold fine ollv* 
oil 
loses 
its 
brightness 
and 
turn* 
cloudy, but this natural phenomenon 
Is of no moment whatever. 
As 11« 
contents of the bottle warm, the float 
ing fiake* will disappear und the » li 
become clear. .A little sediment in tint 
bottom of a bottle Is also unimpor 
iant, as new olive oil, when bottled 
early in the season, is apt to deposit 
sediment even after careful filtering. 
The ultimate test of quality is tht 
palate, but this requires a nice dis 
crimination born of practice. 
Accord 
/ng to an eminent authority on tbv 
subject, it has been demonstrated that, 
while the tip of the tongue discrimi 
nates between pungent tastes, such as 
pepper and mustard, and the central 
part as to sweets and bitters, the back 
part of the tongue and throat must be 
called upon for the proper tasting of 
oils, fats and butters. 
Good olive oil when tasted by itseh 
should he pure and simple 
Olive oil 
does not improve with age and should 
not be bought in quantities that would 
in most com plimentary terms of the j hold over more than a year.
